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District, teachers approve labor contract 


Jason Salhaney, the president of the 
teachers union, called the contract “a good 
one,” but said he hopes the district recog¬ 
nizes the sacrifices the teachers made when 
they approved the contract 

“Never in the history of the district have 
we taken a step freeze without a wage 
increase,” he said. “It’s really unprecedent¬ 
ed. We just hope the district takes what we’ve 
given them and spends the money wisely.” 

On average - because of the step freeze - 
teachers will be giving back about $3,600 per 
educator, Salhaney said. 

Superintendent of Schools Carl Weiss 
praised the teachers for understanding the 
district’s fiscal outlook. 

“This agreement shows a commitment 
from both teachers and the Board of 
Education to what’s best for our school dis¬ 
trict,” he said. “We all knew that compromis¬ 
es needed to be made in order to reach an 
agreement Both sides worked very hard at 
negotiating those compromises.” 

Per the contract the district was required 


to pay the step increases while the two sides 
negotiated. That means teachers will have to 
start giving back increases they have collect¬ 
ed for about three weeks to comply with the 
new contract, Salhaney said. Those funds 
will be given back incrementally. 

The step program - which institutes raises 
for teachers as they move through the pro¬ 
gram - will restart in the second year of the 
contract for teachers on the first nine steps, 
and will include an off-schedule step pay¬ 
ment equal to one-half of the previous step. 
Teachers on step 10 will receive a 3 percent 
wage increase. 

Teachers on the first nine steps will 
progress to the next level and receive the off- 
schedule payment for the third year of the 
contract Teachers at step 10 will receive a 3 
percent increase. 

Prescription drug co-pays will also double 
during the three-year deal as the district 
copes with increasing healthcare costs. In

Young people in Romulus may 
soon have jury made up of their 
peers. 

Teen Court - a program 
administered by the Wayne 
County Circuit Court to teach 
young people about the inner 
workings of the legal system - will 
be introduced by 34th District 
Court Judge Brian Oakley at 
Romulus High School and Huron 
High School this year, according 
to school district officials. 

Oakley recently gave a presen¬ 
tation about teen court to mem¬ 
bers of the Romulus School 
Board, which approved the new 
program. 

Here’s how the teen court 
works: A youthful offender who is 
charged as a juvenile with a 
crime will be placed under oath 
by a judge or a licensed attorney 
and will explain the details of his 
crime. 

A jury of 12 teens will hear the 
case, and go into deliberations 
much like a conventional jury. 
The jury will then hand down a 
sentence - a responsibility nor¬ 
mally handled by a judge in 
court 

A defendant’s rights will not 
be compromised because he or 
she will have already taken

The Romulus Community School District 
and its teachers union have reached a deal 
on a three-year collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment 

Eight-seven percent of the teachers voted 
to approve the contract, and the school board 
voted 5-1 to ratify the agreement at its regu¬ 
lar meeting Monday. School board member 
Betty Lenossi was not present at the meet¬ 
ing 

The contract was designed to save the dis¬ 
trict $850,000 - the amount it needed to keep 
instructional programs for students on track 
The teachers have worked without a con¬ 
tract since Aug 15,2006. 

The contract specifies that the 245 teach¬ 
ers represented by the Romulus Education 
Association will receive no raise for the first 
year of the contract and a “step-freeze,” 
which means the teachers will remain at the 
same level of pay for two years.

The decision to remove a city board member from his 
post is now in the hands of the Belleville City Council. 

Councilmember Lori Heeksel recently claimed the 
conduct of Toby Leis, who serves on the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) and the Planning 
Commission, merits his dismissal from the positions. She 
alleged he has engaged in acts of racism, threats and 
intimidation, along with attempts at extortion and black- 
maiL 

City Manager Steve Walters said he can’t comment fur¬ 
ther about the issue, but said the city attorney submitted 
an opinion about the process. 

“It is not a public document at this point I can’t say 
what will happen next,” said Walters. 


Heeksel wrote a letter to the council that called for 
Leis’ removal from the boards. She read it into the record 
at the last Belleville City Council meeting, but said she has 
no intention in pursuing a criminal case against Leis. 

“I want to do this internally; that is why I didn’t file a 
police report,” said Heeksel, who claimed she was person¬ 
ally threatened. “Part of being elected into office is swear¬ 
ing to uphold certain duties and I feel this has to be done. 
I take no pleasure in doing this whatsoever, but I have to 
doit” 

Councilman Walter Mears and Mayor ProTem Bill 
Emerson said they were surprised to hear about the accu¬ 
sations. 

“It was shocking and disappointing to hear,” said 
Mears. “I plan to stay open-minded and fair This has to be 
handled fairly and appropriately and that is truly my 
goal” 


“I, too, was surprised to hear that at the meeting,” 
Emerson said. “I did hear there were prior problems with 
Mr Leis, but I didn’t know why. I’m remaining neutral on 
the topic.” 

Mayor Tom Fielder said he was surprised to hear this 
come out at the meeting. He said he had heard about the 
allegations months ago. 

Heeksel said she is just trying to do what’s right for the 
community 

“I’m not out to ruin him or make the city look bad,” she 
said. “I feel my responsibility as an elected official is that 
we hold and operate with integrity.” 

“This is something that should have been handled way 
before I got here,” Heeksel added. “There were other 
issues that people were already aware of and you can’t 
just hope it will go away. You have to deal with it and move 
forward. It’s sad that I had to do this, but I feel I had to.”

relations for the Lions, said 
Tuesday that, “We’re aware of the 
situation with Kenoy, and we 
have no further comment about 
this matter.”

responsibility for the crime. 

“The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office estab¬ 
lished this program as an alternative to the formal 
juvenile justice system,” Oakley said. “A juvenile 
offender will have to admit responsibility for his or 
her crime at the outset of the case and agree to fulfill 
the terms of the sentence imposed by a teen jury.” 

The benefit of going before a teen jury for the 
accused is that 
they will have 
an opportunity 
to atone for 
their crime 
without the stig¬ 
ma of having a 
juvenile record, 
according to 
Oakley. Given the chance, many young people 
decide the crime was not worth undergoing the rig¬ 
or’s of the justice system, he added. 

“Neighboring communities have found that par¬ 
ticipation in the program has enhanced respect for 
the legal system,'” he said. He added that other com¬ 
munities have seen a reduction in youth crime as a 
result of the program.” 

Fbr the jurors, the program is an opportunity to 
learn more about law and order and explore career 
prospects in the legal system, Oakley said. 


Student jurors will undergo training for their 
roles, and court will take place at both of the high 
schools. 

“We will . . . probably have jurors from each 
school,” he said. “We have not worked out specific 
details for this part of the program yet” 

Sentences handed down by the jurors will not 
include jail time or time at a boot camp or youth 
home, Oakley said. 

“The students jurors we observed came up with 

original sen¬ 
tences that 
included com¬ 
munity work 
assignments 
and sitting on 
their jury for a 
specified num¬ 
ber of cases,” 

Oakley said. 

However, if the teen could have to go back to reg¬ 
ular court if he or she fails to abide by the teen 
court’s sentence. 

Court and law enforcement programs have 
become a staple of local high schools, but few have 
the limited power of imposing sentences. Oakley 
said having the program is Romulus is a chance for 
young people to contribute in a positive fashioa 

“We are looking forward to implementing this 
program in the near future,” he said.

College begins construction effort 
on $13 million classroom addition 

The Wayne County Community College District (WCCCD) broke ground last Friday for a new 
Educational Multipurpose Center at the western campus. The 43,143 square-foot addition will be built 
just west of the existing campus and provide the district and area employers with a flexible, high-tech 
academic environment for employee training and student learning, officials said.

Film is sure-fire Oscar contender 


One thing you have to appreciate about Martin 
Scorsese is his consistency. His films are brooding, 
gritty, more than a little twisted—and absolutely 
fascinating 

He’s done it again. In his latest film, The 
Departed, Scorsese creates yet another memo¬ 
rable story almost certainly destined for great¬ 
ness—or at least Oscar nods—as he tackles the 
convoluted criminal underworld around 
Bostoa 

Billy Costigan (Leonardo DiCaprio) may be 
related to respected members of the ‘Irish 
mafia’ in Massachusetts, but his goal was to be 
a cop, not a criminal. Because of his past, 
Corrigan is bounced out of the Massachusetts 
State Police and back onto the streets to serve as 
a spy. Police academy classmate Colin Sullivan 
(Matt Damon), meanwhile, rises quickly through 
the ranks as a seemingly ideal officer: smart, 
vigilant, effective and resourceful. But appear¬ 
ances can be deceiving Sullivan works as a sort 
of double agent for Frank Costello (Jack 
Nicholson), the leader of the criminal network. 

As the two moles do their best to undermine 
the effectiveness of their placement, their lead¬ 
ers begin to smell a rat Traps are laid to elimi¬ 
nate the rats and the tension continues to mount 
But even with all of the twists and turns found in 
the plot, it’s hard—if not impossible—to predict 
what’s coming next 

Scorsese blurs the lines between the crimi¬ 
nals and the cops until it becomes hard to tell who’s 


who. He also does a masterful, if slightly scary, job of 
lulling the audience into accepting the violence and 
betrayals as commonplace. It’s just another day on 
the job. 

DiCaprio, who has led other Scorsese block¬ 
busters includmg Gangs of New York and The Aviator, 
does a masterful job of playing a man with his back to 
the proverbial wall Damon is equally as flawless as 
he portrays, in essence, two characters: Supercop 
and Criminal, without breaking stride. Nicholson 
does a great job, but he’s playing a guy who’s either 
crazy like a fox or just plain crazy. Since he does it all 
the time, it’s not really a shock that he’s good at it 
The supporting cast, which includes Alec Baldwin, 
Martin Sheen, and Mark Wahlberg as police officials, 
could have carried the movie by themselves and lift¬ 
ed the film another notch. 

The end result is a film that may be a bit violent 
for some, but it is exceptional on every level. Even 
though it is an American remake of a popular Hong 
Kong movie, it felt fresh and seldom, if ever, provokes 
that nagging, ‘haven’t I seen this before?’ feeling The 
multidimensional approach that makes the movie 
stand out also makes it hard to categorize. Action- 
adventure? Suspense? Drama? All of those—and 
more—work 

Rated R for very good reason, for individuals 
undeterred by violence and foul language this film is 
definitely worth the ticket price. The sight of 
Nicholson doing his best rat impersonation—squinfy 
eyes, wiggling nose and all—is in and of itself almost 
worth the ticket price.

Construction at the new 13,000- 
square-foot fire station one in Van 
Buren Township could begin 
sooa 

Final site plans, along with a 
special use recommendation 
were approved by the board of 
trustees last week. Now comes the 
fun part, officials said. 

Although fire station two is up 
and running, station one—located 
on the northeast corner of 
Sumpter and Hull roads—won’t 
be far behind. What started as a 
concept many years ago grew into 
a design project in 2004, accord¬ 
ing to Bryce Kelley, director of 


planning and economic develop¬ 
ment for the township. 

“Two years ago the township 
entered into contracts to develop 
two new township fire stations 
intended to replace the two sta¬ 
tions currently in service,” he 
said. “Then last August, the town¬ 
ship board approved the design 
and construction contract to build 
the southern facility.” 

Planning commissioners 
approved the final site plan at 
their Sept 13 meeting. 

“They noted that the findings 
of the township planning consul¬ 
tant talked about the attractive 


design and attention to landscape 
and environmental details as 
being ‘consistent with the level of 
quality and overall image typical¬ 
ly required by the township.’ As 
the director of planning though, I 
would improve that by saying this 
facility perhaps exemplifies the 
desired quality and standards of 
the township,” said Kelley. 

The outside of the building will 
feature red brick sitting on a com¬ 
plementary decorative concrete 
block wrapping the entire exteri¬ 
or walls and a clock tower, which 
houses the interior hose drying 
area A dramatic curved masonry

REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
SEPTEMBER 19, 2006 


Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:31 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Clair, Trustee Hart, Trustee 
Jahr and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in attendance: 
Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director 
Champagne, Recreation and Facilities Director Ross, Secretary Cline and an audience 
of seven (7). 


APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Payne moved, Jahr seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Carried. 


PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive comments on the special assessment roll for the purpose of installing and 
maintaining street lights in the public road right-of-way within the Walden Woods 
Subdivision Phase 4. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. The action being requested tonight is spreading the special assessment roll for 
Walden Woods Subdivision Phase 4 which is located on the north side of Tyler Road 
between Belleville and Morton Taylor Roads. The Township uses the DTE Energy 
special assessment process to provide a method to collect payment for street lighting 
via the property tax bill. The initial capital outlay will be $10,980 and is to be paid by 
the developer. The initial annual cost is to be spread among the 81 single-family resi¬ 
dential homes in Phase 4 with an annual cost of $35.74 per lot. Trustee Jahr inquired 
if Director Kelley had received any comments regarding the special assessment. 
Director Kelley stated two residents questioned if they were benefited parties of the 
special assessment district. Director Kelley stated this was checked by staff and both 
were part of the special assessment district. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 


Hart moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


Budd moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to receive comments 
on the special use request to construct and operate a publicly owned building, Fire 
Station # 1, on a parcel of land known as 1291 Sumpter Road, parcel number V125- 
83-107-99-0002-702, zoned C (Local Business), and located on the northeast comer 
of the intersection of Sumpter and Hull Roads. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated in 2004 the Township entered into contracts with 
CDPA Architects of Southfield to develop design and construction documents for two 
new fire stations. Fire Station #2 located on Belleville Road will soon be completed. 
Tonight’s request is to approve the special use request by the Township to operate a 
public facility on a parcel of land zoned C (local business). Fire Station #1 is to be 
located on the northeast comer of the intersection of Sumpter and Hull Roads. The 
Planning Commission recommended this special use request be approved by the 
Board at their September 13, 2006 meeting. Planning Commission deliberation 
included comments and findings by the planning consultant which noted the attractive 
design and attention to the landscaping and environmental features. The parcel of 
land is a little over an acre land in size and is on land located in both the City of 
Belleville and the Township. The City of Belleville is satisfied with the Township’s 
building regulations. The front of the building will face south towards Hull Road 
with west side facing Sumpter Road and will have a large curved wall similar to the 
one located at the triangle on the north side of Belleville Road. The building will be 
all reddish brown brick sitting on top of a base of decorative concrete block. One dif¬ 
ference between the two fire stations is the size with Fire Station #1 to be about 
13,000 square feet and Fire Station #2 is about 18,000 square feet. This structure is to 
be completely under a pitched roof with residential style shingles. The building is 
planned for several community functions with its primary use as a fire station. A 
great deal of planning has gone into the layout and flow of those areas planned for 
administrative functions, classroom training, shower and locker rooms, equipment 
storage and maintenance areas and a decontamination room. The secondary planned 
uses for the building include a voter precinct, a safe harbor facility for residents dur¬ 
ing severe storms events and power loss, and limited community meeting space. A 
fully operational traffic light is to be installed at Hull and Sumpter Roads. 


Treasurer Budd stated the Planning Commission reviewed this request as it would any 
other project and are pleased with the project design. Director Champagne stated the 
building is a beautiful functional building and thanked Director Kelley for his work. 
Clerk Payne inquired about the purpose of the special use approval. Director Kelley 
stated a public facility is allowed in the C zoning district after special use approval by 
the Township. Supervisor King stated repayment of the construction cost of this pro¬ 
ject is being funded by bond payments alnd further noted that Fire Station #2 on 
Belleville Road is being paid for by the Downtown Development Authority. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 
Hart moved, Clair seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


MINUTES: Rochowiak moved, Budd seconded to approve the Work Study Session 
Minutes of September 18, 2006 as presented. Carried. 


Budd moved, Hart seconded to approve the Closed Session Meeting Minutes of 
September 18, 2006 as presented.

Payne moved, Jahr seconded to approve the Budget Preparation Meeting Minutes of 
September 21 & 22, 2006 as presented. Carried.
